importance. Our attack was delivered 
from the left of our. batitle-line, between 
the Schwaben Redoubt and Le Sars, We 
advanced our lines 300 to 500 yards on 
a 5,000 yards front. The success. is im- 
portant, because the series of positions 
ir the valley of the Ancre are those 
which have held out most stubbornly 
against our attacks from the very be- 
ginning of the offensive, Hitherto the Ger- 
man artillery round Grandcourt has had 
a better command of the ground than our 
own, but it is probable that the quiet pro- 
gress which has been made in the bend of 
the Ancre even during the bad weather 
has enabled our guns to take up positions 
of greater advantage. If that be so, our 
progress towards the capture: of all the 
ground lying between our present lines and 
the River Ancre will now be swifter and 
less costly. It is noteworthy that Sir 
Douglas Haig says that our casualties are 
believed to be very slight. The capture 
of more than 1,000 prisoners is a fact of 
particular importance. It may be taken 
as proof,that the enemy had manned this 
section of his line heavily, and that the de- 
fenders were tenacious of their positions, 
but were overcome by troops greatly 
superior in quality. In short, when the 
enemy gives ground and yields prisoners 
in his Ancre positions, he is indubitably 
mastered. As usual, the German report 
endeavours to reduce the bad effect 
of its admissions by speaking of the 
repulse of numerous other attacks, as 
if, after much effort, we had gained only a 
partial success. We must notice care- 
fully, therefore, Sir Douglas Haig’s state- 
ment that the whole. of our objective was 
gained. The weather during the winter 
will have some influence on the operations, 
but, if the enemy has been counting on a 
definite pause in the Allied offensive, his 
experience on Saturday will convince him 
of his mistake. The French and British 
Armies are ready and alert to seize every 
opportunity for offensive action. 

The western, front is still, in the longer 
view of the war, the most important in 
the strictly military sense: it engages 
about one-half of the German fighting 
strength. Out of its remaining first-line 
troops the German Staff has always en- 
deavoured to maintain, besides the 
elements necessary for the holding of the 
other trench-frontiers, a movable striking 
force. For the first half of this year this 
striking force was applied against the 
Verdun defences, and in the caurse of that 
long battle it was greatly reduced in 
strength. The enemy can still muster, 
however, a force strong enough to make a 
last desperate bid for the initiative. If 


after him into the Balkans, instéad of 
pursuing the plans which suit them best, 
he will have gained a good deal. Probably 
he- does not expect to alter the 
situation on the western front ih any 
great degree, but he may force the Ras- 
sians to change their plans and to send 
troops, who might be closing in round Lem- 
berg, marching into Rumania and hurrying ' 
from one front to another.. By such a 
process his movable striking force, acting 
on interior lines, can virtually demobilise, 
perhaps, three times its number of Allied 
troops. The anxiety of the Rumanian 
situation to military observers is not the 
doubt whether Rumania can be saved from 
being overrun—there is no doubt that, if 
she gets into really hard straits, her Allies 
can support her strongly—but whether 
she can withstand, by her own efforts, 
the blows of the German striking 
force so that her Allies may not have 
to alter their own plans, at the enemy's 
dictation. It is in that spirit that we 
watch the news from the Balkans at pre- 
sent. The latest is that the Rumanian 
troops are holding their own fairly well in 
the Transylvanian passes, but that they 
have had to give way somewhat before a 
new effort by Mackensen in the Dobrudja. 
The strong part of Germany ih all these 
movements will be noticed—we observe 
that the despatch of German troops to the 
defence of Monastir is also announced—

The real 
objection in most British minds, however, 
was always the fear of strained, or even 
hostile, relations between the British and 
French Governments: the Fashoda crisis 
put the tunnel scheme out of action for 
many years. We think that after 
recent events that objection will hardly 
appeal to the most susyicious minds. 
Human affairs are mutable, but 
most of us feel to-day that the bond 
which this war has cemented between Eng- 
land and France will survive for many 
generations all the changes and chances 
of this mortal life. The war+has created 
a fast alliance between the two peoples, 
and has made a great development of ¢co- 
nomic and social intercourse between them 
not only desirable, but necessary. In a 
word, it has created a thousand new 
arguments in favour of a Channel tunnel. 
One argument which Lord Sydenham ad- 
vances is that a tunnel will permit large 
improvements to be made in telephonic 
communication between the two countries. 
It is quite probable, therefore, that the 
fidelity of the advocates of this great inter- 
national proposal may be rewarded at 
last. We must not assume, however, that 
2 Channel tunnel will be one of the first 
undertakings of the two Governments 
after thedeclaration of peace, The war must

Compulsory Greek. ' 


Oxford and Cambridge have held the 
bridge against the enemies of compulsory 
Greek with a pertinacity which has been 
the despair of the newer education. A few 
years ago even Dublin University darted 
back. Today, in the University of 
Tyrrell, Palmer, and Mahaffy; the mild 
caesura’s genial laws are acknowledged 
only in the Honours School. During the 
last couple of years the Senates of Oxford 
and. Cambridge have witnessed furious | 


} contests over compulsory Greek. The cham- 


pions of the old régime have been fighting 
against ever-increasing odds, and now at 
last Cambridge has begun to yield ground. 
The concession shows great art; it has 
been made with a subtlety which one 
expects from diplomatists rather than 
from dons. Cambridge makes its retreat 
under a guise of gratitude which may 
induce even the most confirmed laudator 
tempoyis acts to swallow the bitter pill. 
The Council of the Senate has taken 
powers to remit compulsory Greek in the 
ease of students who have served in the 
war for six months. A six months’ 
struggle with the Hun is adjudged to be 
equivalent in hardship and weariness to 
a three years’ struggle with reduplicated 
pluperfects. Inasmuch as more than 
12,500 Cambridge men are now engaged on 
active service, a large number of youths 
will be qualified for the concession, and 
we suppose that most of them will take 
advantage of it. Nobody will dare to 
say that they do not deserve it, for our 


soldiers are entitled to command us any- 


thing. Thus the artful Senate of Cam- 
bridge conceals its retreat under a cloud 
of patriotism—knowing full well, wa are 
sure, that the breach can never be re- 
paired, and that the same gallantry which 
stormed Combles has routed compulsory 
Greek from its penultimate stronghold in 
these islands. We prefer to look at the 
matter in this way, but we suspect that 
the classical “die-hards”’ will take a less 
flattering view. They will regard the 
outrage on compulsory Greek at Cam- 
bridge as an indirect, but sadly effective, 
victory for Prussian hultur,

After last night s excellent news from 
General Haig, we were all most anxious to 
hear further details of the new attack. 
This morning’s communiqué did not add 
very much to our knowl except in one 
or two respects. . Last aigh General Hai 
said that we had taken “ some hundreds o 
prisoners.” To-day he gives the figure as 
“over eight hundred,” with more to come. 
Still more satisfactory is the statement 
that ' our casualties are believed to be 
very slight.” This is the more remark- 
able, since our artillery preparation must 
nage been comparatively brief ; for earlier 
in the morning our guns were engaged in 
repelling a determined ay on the 
Schwaben Redoubt. The cheapness of our 
advance, coupled with the fact that the 
enemy made no counter-attack during the 
night, suggests that in this sector at least 
he is getting demoralised. . 

South of the Somme, however, the Ger- 
mans delivered heavy counter-attacks both 
yesterday and this morning against the 
new positions captured. by our Allies. 
These are believed to have cost him dearly. 
M. Marcel Hutin draws from these ex- 
pensive counter-attacks the inference that 
the new defensive line to which the enemy 
has been driven back is not so strong as 
he would like us to believe, and that he is, 
therefore, making desperate efforts to hold 
us back and so gain time for its consolida- 
tion. The Allies have every reason to be 
satisfied with the present situation. If 
the enemy resists, uses up his man- 
power; if he does not resist, he yields 
ground, and this enables us to advance 
= artillery in readiness for a further 
“bite.” 

No praise for what the British Fleet hag 
accomplished fn the war can be too great. 
We are, however, a little apt to imagine 
that it has had entire charge of the sea- 
affair, and that the Allied Navies have 
done little or nothing. This is mainly due 
to ignorance. The naval correspondent 
of the Observer, taking as his text the con- 
gratulations that our sailor-King has ad- 
dressed to the Tsar on the work of the 
Russian Navy in the Baltic and the Black 
Sea, provides a useful summary of the 
work of the Russian, French, and Italian 
seamen. The Russian Navy, though facing 
superior enemy forces in the Baltic, has 
prevented the Germans from scoring any 
success in that sea, and by covering the 
right flank of the Russian Armies 
helped “to. prevent Hi urg’s advance 
towards Petrograd. : | 

The French Navy, which has been largely 
increased both in ships and men since the 
war began, in addition to its splendid as- 
sistance at Gallipoli, has done most of the 
ES in the different waters of the 

editerranean, and has been very success- 
ful in grappling with the submarine peril. 
The Naval Air Service, to which the 
French attach much importance for de- 
tecting submarines below the water, has 
been greatly improved. Italian 
Navy, while it has scored no spectacular 
successes and as yet has been unable to 
drive the Austrians from the Adriatic, has 
nevertheless done a great deal of useful 
and difhcult work in keeping open the 
communications with Aviona, without 
which Italy’s participation in the Mace- 
ay campaign would have been impos- 
sible. 

Apropos of Trafalgar Day, some le 
may not be aware that the Kaiee tga 
was, a great admirer of Nelson. Some 
years ago, ' Vanoc” tells us in the Referee, 
he offered Mr. Emanuel, the well-known 
Portsmouth dealer, a thousand guineas for 
the Nelson Trafalgar vase. But Mr. 
Emanuel also had his enthusiasms, and 
preferred to sell the vase for a smaller 
sum to the then Prince of Wales, after. 
wards King Edward VII. 

What Mr. Kipling and Mr. Noyes have 
done in making known the achievements
